Moratorium extended to days; 
water rehabilitation is continued

At Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting in 
Sierra Madre, Interim Ordinance No. 1056, estab¬ 
lishing a moratorium on development, was extended 
for 120 days after the public hearing. The Planning 
Commission has requested an ordinance be drafted 
for their review at their meeting, Aug. 17. 

The ordinance would establish downzoning of 
specific streets from R-3 to R-2; R-3 to R-1; and 
increases of R-1-7500, R-1-90(X) to R-l-lKXK) and 
R-1-15000. 

The council accepted a low bid of $1,092,527 
by Griffith Company to complete Phase 111 of the 
Water Distribution System Rehabilitation Improve¬ 
ment Project. The project provides approximately 
10,655 feet of new 8-in. main, 5224 feet of 6-in. 
main and 1438 feet of 12-in. main as well as 560 feet 
of 4-in. main. 

Improvements include the following streets. 
Carter Ave., Lima to Auburn; Hermosa Ave., 
Orange Grove to Sierra Madre Blvd.; East Laurel 
Ave., Mountain Trail to Canon; Lima Street, Orange 
Grove to Sierra Madre Blvd.; Mariposa Ave.. Lima 
to Hermosa; West Mira Monte and Olive Ave., 
Auburn to Baldwin; Orange Grove Ave., Baldwin 
to Windwood Ave.; Park Ave., Orange Grove to 
Sierra Madre Blvd.; Bailey Canyon Park to be 
interconnected; Woodland Drive and Brookside 
Lane, partial section; Mt. Wilson Trail Park, both 
public and private road.

The blue print copier, at $5271.75, will save the 
city money because of the high cost of copying 
blue prints, McRea noted. 

A public hearing is scheduled for Aug. 22 to 
discuss the appeal by owners of 453 Manzanita 
Ave. The Planning Commission on July 20 re¬ 
commended denial of a variance request for a three- 
foot sideyard setback for an accessory building 
which is determined by the city to be a two-story 
structure as currently partially constructed.

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Business people 
urge less spending 
on campaigns 

The overwhelming majority of 
small-business owners in the state believe 
the federal government should impose 
campaign spending limits in congres¬ 
sional races, according to the results 
announced recently in a survey by the 
National Federation of Independent 
Business/California (NFIB). 

With more than 8000 of its 50,000 
members responding, NFIB/California 
reported that 82 percent favored such 
legislation. Only 12 percent opposed it 
and 6 percent were undecided. The sur¬ 
vey was part of a nationwide poll an¬ 
swered by 95,568 NFIB members, which 
found that 83 percent favored the limits, 
12 percent opposed them and 5 percent 
were undecided. 

Martyn Hopper, state director of 
NFIB/California, said the survey re¬ 
sults reflect a growing concern among 
small-business owners about the vast 
sums of money being spent on political 
races. Since 1976, spending on Senate 
races, for example, has risen from $38 
million per election cycle to $179 million. 

Last year, Pete Wilson and Leo 
McCarthy spent $20.7 million in the 
Senate race, one of the most expensive 
campaigns in California’s history, 
Hopper added. Wilson, a Republican, 
spent $12 million to McCarthy’s $8.7 
million, and won the seat. 

“Most business people are con¬ 
cerned that the high cost of campaigns 
forces candidates into nonstop fund¬ 
raising and makes money, rather than 
issues, the focus of the race,’’ Hopper 
said. “A limit would place challengers 
and incumbents on a more equal foot¬ 
ing and free candidates from fund¬ 
raising to spend more time discussing 
issues with voters.’’ 

NFIB’s California-based organiza¬ 
tion is the largest small business group 
in the state. Nationally, NFIB has more 
than 570,000 members and offices in all 
50 states.

Why not form a local development cor¬ 
poration to finance one or more speciHc economic 
development projects in Sierra Madre? That was 
the question asked in a recent editorial with a fol¬ 
low-up in the Public Forum letter in the Sierra 
Madre News. Well, not exactly, but close. 

If local residents feel strongly about a 
particular project and are willing to put in “risk 
capital,” I’m confident there are developers — 
local or otherwise — who will be happy to 
create a limited partnership development cor¬ 
poration. I’ve been involved in two different 
approaches with local involvement. 

The first was a not-for-profit Industrial 
Development Corporation in Ypsilanti, Mich. 
The local Chamber of Commerce had been in¬ 
volved in commercial and industrial develop¬ 
ment type activities for many years but was 
unable to put sufficient muscle into a program 
to cause the kind of results the business com¬ 
munity wanted. A group of business leaders 
got together (some were chamber investors/ 
board members and some weren’t), formed a 
new corporation and funded the operation with 
membership investments (dues) from the busi¬ 
ness, professional, industrail and service 
community. While it was separate from the 
chamber, the two organizations shared ofHces 
and staff. To maintain close cooperation, the ■ 
two organizations maintained some interlocking 


board members and many — not all — fin¬ 
ancial supporters were both C of C and IDC 
members. It was basically a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion concentrating on industrial and commercial 
development programs. 

In Muncie, Ind., they took a different 
approach. There, a group of business and in¬ 
dustrial leaders formed a for-profit industrial 
development corporation. Shares were sold, 
formal bank loans and lines of credit estab¬ 
lished and the corporation purchased several 
hundred acres of industrial land. Sewer, water, 
streets and a rail spur were put in the park. 
An aggressive marketing plan was implemented 
to sell the park as a site to industrial pros¬ 
pects. They worked closely with the chamber but 
maintained an office and staff. 

In both cases there was a close working 
relationship with local governments. Public 
and elected officials served on the board of dir¬ 
ectors or were otherwise actively involved in 
activities that were designed to attract new in¬ 
dustrial plants or commercial businesses. 

Neither contingent of member investors 
realized true dollar profits from their member¬ 
ship investments or stock holdings. Their efforts 
did attract new business to the area. Addi¬ 
tional jobs and increased economic development 
activity resulted. Because their programs were 
narrowly focused, they attracted volunteers 
who would not become involved in other com¬ 
munity-oriented activities. 

Perhaps, with aggressive leadership. Sierra 
Madre can put together a local development 
corporation that is both profitable for investors 
and produaive in achieving commimity oriented 
commercial and industrial development goals. 
I realized this is a bit broader concept that the one 
proposed by the editorial and Public Forum letter, 
but the principle is the same.

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Betts explains reason enforcement 
has suffered in downtown S.M. 


Residents and business people alike have re¬ 
cently raised questions concerning the disregard 
of traffic safety laws which are clearly marked in 
the downtown area. Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts answers 
these allegations. 

In review, last November a number of con¬ 
cerned citizens conducted an informal survey on the 
number of illegal U-turns and failures to yield for 
pedestrians at the intersection of Windsor Lane and 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Over a period of several days and a total of 
15 hours of observation, they noted 52 illegal U- 
tums and 43 failures to yield to pedestrians, des¬ 
pite the highly visable No U-turn sign, newly paint¬ 
ed double yellow lines and crosswalk in the area of 
observation. 

Projecting this over a year’s period during nor¬ 
mal business hours showed 17,000 life-threatening 
traffic violations in the downtown area. 

A petition was circulated and submitted to the 
City Council, together with a letter citing the sta¬ 
tistics and requesting beefed-up police patrol. 

The council responded by authorizing extra 
patrol, both on foot and by motorcycle for a two- 
month “trial period.” 

When the period was up, the enforcement 
again decreased and the violations once more 
increased dramatically. 

Several businesspersons stated that they were in 
favor of permitting U-turns, legal or not, since they 
felt that they might lose customers accustomed to 
making U-turns into favored parking spots. 


The Chamber of Commerce, however, felt other¬ 
wise. One member was so angry over the constant 
violations he suggested putting signs at entrances 
to the city stating, “Traffic laws are not enforced 
in Sierra Madre.” 

On June 20, the chamber sent a letter to the 
mayor stating that the Chief of Police had indicated 
that it costs the city more money to patrol 
than they receive from fines. The letter continued, 
“We do not feel this is sufficient excuse to ignore 
the problem as the primary objective of the police 
department should be that of law enforcement, not 
revenue producing.” 

The letter concluded with the statement that 
“The business people of Sierra Madre care about 
their customers and feel strongly that their safety 
should not be judged on a cost effective basis. 
What is life worth?” 

Chief Betts, when asked for comment on all 
this, said that he had made the statement about 
costing the city more money to patrol than they 
receive from fines, and that it was true. 

However, he noted, the statement referred to 
budgetary considerations, not the policy of the Police 
Department. 

“The Police Department is very con¬ 
cerned with traffic and' pedestrian safety, and 
money has nothing to do with our policy,” he said. 

He agreed with the chamber that an enforce¬ 
ment problem does exist and that violations have 
increased again since the concerted drive in Novem¬ 
ber and December. 


“However,” he stated, “the problem was due 
to the department being down, since February, 
with one dispatcher and one officer on maternity 
leave.” 

The cadet who had been patrolling on foot 
had to be transferred to fill the dispatch position 
and the motorcycle patrolman, he said, is a reserve 
officer and had been on day duty only for the 
two-month period. 

The department has just hired a new officer 
and another cadet, he pointed out, so it is now 
once again back to strength. 

He does not feel a permanent level of enforce¬ 
ment equal to the two-month “drive” is necessary. 
Now that they are back to strength, the department’s 
objective, he said, will be to provide sufficient 
enforcement by patroling the downtown area as often 
as possible without neglecting other areas of the city. 
With the added personnel, that should be a con¬ 
siderable increase over the past several months. 

He noted that the problem will undoubtedly 
never be entirely eliminated, but he intends to remedy 
as much of the admitted problem as possible 
with the aid of the new personnel. 

Most of the business people, pedestrians and 
conscientious downtown drivers hope this will 
be enough to provide the safety which has been 
their concern. 

So does Chief Belts.

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Curbside recycling pilot program 
to start in November to ‘Monday’ homes 


In about November, a section of Sierra Madre 
will be a part of the pilot curbside program out¬ 
lined by the recycling committee appointed by 
Mayor Bruce Crow. 

Citizens included live in the area bounded by 
Grandview on the north and Orange Grove on the 
south with the city limits on the east and Baldwin 
on the west. The rest of the area is bounded by 
Sierra Madre on the north, Lima on the east 
and Orange Grove on the south. 

People living in this area have their trash picked 
up on Monday and will be asked to save aluminum, 
glass, plastic and newspapers in a specially designed 
container provided by Western Waste Industries, 
the city’s trash haulers. 

Councilman Roy Buchan, council liaison to the 
committee, explained that people living in that area 
will not be charged for the program; however. West¬ 
ern Waste and the city will split the cost which 
amounts to about $1.25 for each of f' 1500 homes 
involved. Western Waste will keep all the recyclables 
and will take the profit of this particular pilot 
program, Buchan added. 

After from three to six months, the program 
will be re-evaluated. If 90 percent of the homes go 
along with the program, the city will become in¬ 
volved and at that point each home will pay $1.25 
per month to participate in the recycling program. 

Buchan explained why the council had decided 
to initiate this type of recycling program: the city 
of Glendale “put us on notice that we must reduce 
our trash volume by 5 percent if we wish to con¬ 
tinue to use Scholl Canyon for dumping. We talked 
with Western Waste and asked them what they had 
to offer. They are well-staffed and have a professional 
consultant in waste recycling. The recycling com¬ 
mittee met with them and decided to use the pilot 
program to more or less work out the bugs and 
to get a feeling of the number of people who would 
participate in this type of program. I’m convinced 
it will work and that eventually everyone will par¬ 
ticipate in a future city-wide program.” 


He explained that at this point Sierra Madreans 
are volunteering to recycle by using the Sierra 
Madre Environmental Action Council’s recycling 
center on East Sierra Madre Blvd. 

“This program won’t interfere with the recycling 
center. We will make changes in the center. We 
plan to improve the efficiency and ease in using it.” 

Size of the recycling bin, painted orange, is 
approximately 20 inches x 16 inches and the tub is 
about a foot deep. 

The recycling truck and trash truck will pro¬ 
bably not arrive at Monday homes at the same time, 
Buchan noted. “Probably the recycling truck will 
arrive first,” he said. 

Buchan said that the truck is being manufactured 
now and that it would take about two months to 
get the recycling containers. 

The committee, which meets again Aug. 24 at 
6 p.m., consists of Buchan, City Administrator 
Jim McRea, Bruce Garbaccio, Laurie Cooper, Dr. 
Albert Metzger, Nan Carlton, Ron Coleman, and 
three representatives of Western Waste who include 
Bernie Nash, Alan Milner and Craig Osepian. 
Mayor Bruce Crow attended the meeting last week 
also.

Caroline Brown, another member of the Con¬ 
servancy Committee, as well as the Hillside Coali¬ 
tion, wrote, “Has your decision become a non¬ 
decision? How can a participatory democracy func¬ 
tion if the citizens’ input and the elected leaders 
decision be countermanded by staff, or unwritten 
policy, or an unstated chain of command that the 
citizens do not have access to?’’ 

On the advice of City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin, who was present at Tuesday’s meeting, the 
council requested a “supplemental” Environmental 
Impact Report (E.I.R.), based on the impact of the 
“modified” two-lot subdivision, prior to any con¬ 
sideration of the two-lot proposal. 

This E.I.R. will be prepared by an engineer 
selected by the Martins, rather than the city, as was 
the previous one. 

The city attorney stated that in view of the fact 
that three, and possibly four attorneys, all repre¬ 
senting different parties, were now involved, it was 
necessary to move very carefully. Litigation, he 
noted, is very time-consuming and very expensive. 

He characterized the matter as now being on 
“dead center.” 

He indicated, and council members reiterated 
later in the evening when additional questions were 
raised during Community Communications, that, 
on taking a “hard look” at the procedures which 
had been followed the city probably would lose if 
the matter went to court. 

Dick Rogers said in Community Communica¬ 
tions, "You seem to be able to breathe life into a 
dead horse ... my impression is that you’re not 
getting the support you need. Tonight in the hearing 
the city attorney was talking about procedural 
problems . . . the city using inappropriate, out¬ 
dated (forms) . . . Someone is not looking at city 
correspondence or decrees ... It amazes me that 
you don’t have the city attorney here for hearings. 
The City Council deals with important matters that 
need input, counsel.” 

On Tuesday evening, MaryAnn MacGillivray 
also asked the council if the Martin case was over. 
“Martin proposed a four-lot tract. He can come back 


to four at a later day. I wonder . . . were we 
tricked into it. First two lots and then another two 
lots.” 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan answered her 
questions, “He (Martin) came in for four parcels. 
It was denied. He came in for three parcels. It 
was denied. Now he is back for two parcels. He 
can build on one parcel without asking anyone.” 

Mayor Crow stated that, “The real threat of 
punitive damages caused to city to change its posi¬ 
tion.” 

City Attorney Martin also cited the opinion of 
the Attorney General that parcel maps could be 
modified. 

Gurdon Miller asked where the matter stood 
now, with regard to both the parcel map and the 
E.I.R. 

City Administrator McRea replied, “I suspect 
the city attorney will send it to the director of 
public works for his decision, which would be sub¬ 
ject to appeal back to the council, but the pro¬ 
cedures are yet to be decided.” 

Since all of the previous actions are now con¬ 
sidered “non-actions,” or only “advisory,” the 
matter will probably be facing a seventh go-round and 
possibly an eighth, and ninth, and tenth, and . . .

“What Separates the 
Men From the Boys” 
was the text of Clyde’s 
message. He has been 
in the Gospel of 
Mark and specifically 
was dealing with the 
event of the transfigura¬ 
tion of Christ on the 
mountain top. Jesus 
took three of the twelve 
Apostles with Him 
to the top of the moun¬ 
tain and that left nine 
behind. It was inter¬ 
esting that Clyde focused 
on the nine where most 
of us look at the three 
Apostles that went. 


It’s so easy to think 
of those left behind as 
the also-ran; however 
Pastor pointed out to 
their credit that the nine 
behaved like real men 
because they easily 
could have felt rejected. 
They had been left be¬ 
hind and it’s human na¬ 
ture, when we feel ex¬ 
cluded, to pack our 


bags and leave. They 
didn’t do that, in fact, 
they continued their 
ministry and unsuccess¬ 
fully tried to heal a 
boy that was demon 
possessed. From this 
incident, Clyde gave us 
four characteristics that 
separate the men 
from the boys. 1) Hang 
tough, don’t quit. 

2) If there’s a risk of 
failure, take the risk. 

3) When rebuked, don’t 
wilt. 4) When you’ve 
failed, ask for cor¬ 
rection and instruction. 
Check out these four 
guidelines and 1 do 
believe you will find 
substance and reality 
in separating the men 
from the boys. 

However wonderful 
the lesson, one thing 
about us at Bethany, 
we don’t separate out 
anyone because as Clyde 
reminds us every Sunday, 
“Touch someone as 
you leave because 
we’re all in this together.”

Alzheimei's series 
continues at Methodist 


Methodist Hospital’s 
Alzheimer’s Disease Ed¬ 
ucational Series has been 
well received by the com¬ 
munity, according to 
Gayle Shinsato, senior 
care coordinator and 
the person responsible 
for organizing the series. 

The monthly pro¬ 
grams, held in the audi¬ 
torium at 7 p.m. on the 
fourth Thursday of 
each month through 
September, include panel 
presentations con¬ 
ducted by healthcare 
professionals followed 
by question and answer 
periods. 

From participant com¬ 
ments, Shinsato feels the 
program has been a real 
boon to the caregivers 
and professionals deal¬ 
ing with the multi-faceted 
issues confronting those 
working with Alzheimer’s 
patients. 

Desmond Chiong, MD, 


psychiatrist on the hos¬ 
pital’s medical staff 
and the only Asian hos¬ 
pital-based psychiatrist 
in San Gabriel Valley, 
gave an overview of the 
disease explaining the 
importance of early 
recognition and evalu¬ 
ation and how it can 
enable patients and 
families to deal more 
effectively with long- 
range legal and finan¬ 
cial issues. 

He explained that 
many, although not all 
of the disorders that 
cause Alzheimer’s 
symptoms, are chronic 
and irreversible. When a 
diagnosis of an irrever¬ 
sible dementia is 
made, the patient and 
the family face the 
tremendous task of 
learning to live with 
the disease and reckon¬ 
ing with the course it will 
follow. He further ex¬ 


plained that there is no 
single clinical test to 
identify Alzheimer’s 
Disease. Hence, before 
diagnosis of the disease 
is made, other condi¬ 
tions must be excluded. 
These include potentially 
reversible conditions 
such as depression, 
adverse drug reac¬ 
tions, metabolic changes, 
nutritional deficiencies, 
head injuries and stroke. 

Elizabeth Chaney, 
lawyer specializing in 
gerentological needs, 
discussed issues relating 
to wills and trusts. Dur¬ 
able Power of Attorney 
for Property Manage¬ 
ment, Durable Power of 
Attorney for Health 
Care, Living Trusts and 
Conservatorships. Her 
presentation delineated 
the differences and in¬ 
cluded explanations of 
available options.

Founding of organization 
stems from son^s death

On July 19 of this year 
Chris Miller would have 
celebrated his 21st birth¬ 
day. 

Chris Miller would 
have entered a new 
world, an adult world, 
full of responsibilities and 
opportunities un¬ 
named to the adolescent. 
No one would have 
been prouder that 
Chris’ mother, 
Jeri Miller, who was 
present when he turned 
7, 14 years ago. 

On Mar. 4, 1976, Chris 
was struck and killed 
by a garden truck 
just a short distance 
from his home. He was 
7'4. The Miller family 
was left devastated. 

“Our lives were 
shattered,” Jeri Miller 
says, “upside down, 
inside out, all the emo¬ 
tions every¬ 

thing.” 

Miller explains she 
felt as if she were 
“going crazy.” There 
was nowhere to turn. It 
was then that she decided 
there was a need for a 
support group. Under 
the guidance of Hunting- 
ton Memorial Hospital’s 
patient services depart¬ 
ment, Jeri founded 
Heartfelt Organiza¬ 
tion. 

Heartfelt is a local, 
nonprofit support ser¬ 
vice for parents exper¬ 
iencing bereavement. 
Counseling is done by 
parents who, like Jeri 
Miller, have lost a 
child. Currently, there 
are nine active support 
parents in the organiza¬ 
tion. 

“Our goal for Heart¬ 
felt is to have it interna¬ 
tional because it’s needed 
everywhere,” Miller 
says. 


Heartfelt meets every 
third Monday of each 
month in an Alhambra 
home. Jeri feels that a 
home provides a more 
relaxed atmosphere 
than a hospital meeting 
room. There are no 
professionally trained 
counselors at the meet¬ 
ings. This guards against 
any participants being 
intimidated. 

“The group is not 
designed for con¬ 
frontation or advice,” 
Jeri states. “We’re here 
to listen and support, 
not to judge.” 

The only prerequisite 
of become a support 
parent for Heartfelt is 
that he or she must be a 
year removed from the 
death of his or her child. 
The parent can then call 
Heartfelt directly and 
within 24 hours will be 
put in touch with a coun¬ 
selor through a telephone 
service. 

The telephone ser¬ 
vice is a unique aspect 


of Heartfelt. Jeri feels 
it is important that 
people have a chance to 
talk about their exper¬ 
iences one-to-one with 
someone who under¬ 
stands the emotions. 

“You know that you 
are not alone at Heart¬ 
felt,” Jeri says. “The 
feelings that you are ex¬ 
periencing are ‘normal’ 
for the abnormal thing 
that has happened 
in your life.” 

The loss of a child 
is devastating. When 
there is no one to 
turn to, Heartfelt is 
there to help. The pain 
of such a tragedy will 
never disappear, but 
support is available. 

. . In (Jeri’s) sharing 
and in my supporting, I 
see there are still things 
I need to talk about 
and there are still feelings 
that come up. After 
sharing with other parents, 
I noticed when you 
support, you get 
support back.”

The elephants parade 
in an unlikely line down 
the ramp from the free¬ 
way, 18 of them Asian 
and three African, hold¬ 
ing scrubby tails with 
flexible trunks — 
all but the last one, an 
enormous African with 
silver knobs on long 
tusks, who strides along 
in lonely dignity. Little 
boys shout to each other 
in Spanish and frisk 
near enough to put a 
worried look on the face 
of the small blond man 
in the cowboy hat who 
trudges beside the 
leaders. The ele¬ 
phants are followed by a 
large group of white 
horses, three camels and, 
bringing up the rear, 
a big street sweeper. 

At the Convention 
Center, the animal tents 
are in place, and the box¬ 
es of Gunther’s Farewell 
Tour plastic mugs and 
lighted broadswords are 
being unpacked.

driving.’’ “What do you 
do in the show?’’

“How do you 
like it?” “It’s okay. It’s 
fun. But two years is 
enough. There’s other 
things I want to do. Like 
ski. The circus is too 
tunnel visioned. 

But it’s great in con¬ 
versation. When I was in 
the circus — and every¬ 
body says ‘Wow!’ ” 

The next day — per¬ 
formance. The small 
blond man in the 
cowboy hat now 
looks 20 feet tall, erect 
on the big elephant with 
a smile as glittering as 
his costume — “Gunther 
Gebel - Williams, 
The Lord of the Rings!” — 
a real life Super Hero. 

He does his thing, the 
horses circle and rear, 
the elephants twirl and 
rear, the tigers lope 


through their paces, 
snarling, and rear. 

Between smiles, the 
Lord of the Rings 
looks as concentrated 
as the man in the cow¬ 
boy hat as he moves in 
and out checking every 
move. He does not carry 
leopards around or 
share the elephant with 
tigers. He is retiring at 
54. Why take chances? 

A young clown, newly 
with the circus, is still 
agog. 

“What’s my favorite 
clown act?

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Boy’s State teaches local 
trio about government 
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Two Arcadia High 
School students passed 
the bar and another be¬ 
came a newspaper corres¬ 
pondent at this sum¬ 
mer’s Boy’s State Con¬ 
ference at Cal State 
University in Sacra¬ 
mento. 

Peter Biernacki and 
Tyler Crawford be¬ 
came attorneys-at-law, 
while Justin Barrow was 
involved with the publi¬ 
cation of a 12-page 
daily. The last-named said 
that he met and worked 
with many interesting 
people on the news¬ 
paper staff and that, 
though there was an ad¬ 
visor, the Boy’s Staters 
were responsible for 
story selection and 
editing. As one adult 
said, “It’s Boy’s State, 
not Counselor’s State.’’ 

Biernacki made an 
unsuccessful bid 
for supreme court jus¬ 
tice, which, with 
42 boys vying for seven 
seats, was the most 


contested office. How¬ 
ever, he was on the 
election board for the 
city of Muir and Moore 
County. He was assist¬ 
ant city attorney, 
served on a county 
trial jury, was 
appointed supreme 
court clerk and be¬ 
came a notary pub¬ 
lic. 

He also was arrested 
twice, for illegal 
posters and postering 
of signs. Biernacki 
was found guilty of 
illegal postering, but 
he still questions the 
interpretation of the 
law. 

Crawford was the 
runner-up for attorney 
genera. A Whig, he saw 
his party’s governor im¬ 
peached and recalled for 
the first time in 52-year 
history the American 
Legion sponsored- 
Boy’s State. The gov¬ 
ernor was charged with 
misconduct in office. 

The three Arcadia 


delegates were among 
over 900 students 
from all over Cali¬ 
fornia who learned 
about city, county and 
state government in a 
hands-on situation. 

They took a trip to 
the capitol where they 
met with Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy, dis¬ 
cussing such issues as a 
transportation bill, gaso¬ 
line tax and gun control. 
They also talked about 
mental health with a 
representative of Senator 
Newton Russell’s 
office. 

Barrow said Boy’s State 
helped him learn about 
getting along with people. 

Biernacki said that 
between his attendance 
at the World Affairs 
Seminar just prior to go¬ 
ing to Sacramento and 
his Boy’s State exper¬ 
ience, he “learned 
more that in a year at 
school’’ and that 
“experience has a much 
greater effect than just 
reading about it.’’

All phone calls to be taxed 
in new Arcadia ordinance 


The Arcadia City 
Council voted 3 to 0 last 
week for an ordinance 
to extend the city utility 
users tax to include inter¬ 
state and international 
telecommunications. 

In spite of objections 
voiced by seven citizens, 
the council, on recom¬ 
mendation from acting 
finance director Gerald 
Parker, approved the 
tax which is expected to 
increase general fund 
revenues by $225,000 per 
year. This “will go a long 
way to mitigate the esti¬ 
mated revenue/expendi¬ 
ture gap problem with the 
general fund,” accord¬ 
ing to a report pre¬ 
pared by City Manager 
George Watts. 


Actually, the city is 
not imposing a new 
tax but increasing the 
scope of an existing tax, 
explains Parker. 

Since 1970, the city of 
Arcadia has levied a 
5 percent utility users 
tax on intrastate tele¬ 
communications. Inter¬ 
state and international 
calls were not taxed 
because of legal issues 
concerning the constitu¬ 
tionality of the tax. How¬ 
ever, the U.S. Supreme 
Court recently ruled in 
the case of Goldberg vs. 
Sweet that taxation of 
interstate and interna¬ 
tional telecommunica¬ 
tions would not consti¬ 
tute an improper bur¬ 
den on interstate com¬ 


merce and that the 
taxation was not un¬ 
constitutional. 

Councilman Bob 
Harbicht estimated 
that the increase would 
average about 40 cents 
per household per month. 

Harbicht, Mayor Roger 
Chandler and Council¬ 
man Charles Gilb voted 
for the tax. Councilman 
Dennis Lojeski and 
Councilwoman Mary 
Young were not at the 
meeting last week; how¬ 
ever, at a previous meet¬ 
ing all five council 
members approved the 
ordinance when it 
was initially intro¬ 
duced.
